It was a hoy and-girl. But 
Lowell threw liiiuHelf heart and 
soul into it until it became the 
only iiii|Mirt;nil Ihinu' in liis world, 
ll posses.scd his wiiole niiiui to 
such an exii iit that he was siis 
peuded fruni Harvard for neglect- 
ing his studies.' He ran a swift 
but fiercely tnrluilnit eour.se, and 
it ended with a sudiien shock that 
in a night turned a light hearted 
boy into a moody man. 

To this day, the reason for the 
break between .Miss Hrodks .■iniT 
Lowell i.s not geneerally known.

After two years of 
snlliMi brooding be chanced to 
nwet .Maria White, daughter of n 
W'alertown, .Mass., f.irmer. Her 
brother bad been Lowell's class- 
mute at Harvard, and invited him 
to visit at the Watertown farm- 
house. 

Lowell, nf first, was oidy mildly 
attracted to Maria. He described 
her to a friend as "a very |)le,is,int 
iind i>le;isinj; yonn^' lad> . " Unt 
(at twenty!) be had decided to 
|)Ut all thoughts of love behind 
Inni forever. So he did not know 
lor a long time that he was 
learnini; to eare for tiiis new di- 
vinity. At last, he wrote to a 
f riend : 

"Shi' is lrul_\' a jrlorntns i^irl : 
with her spirit eyes. They tell me 
I shall be in love with her.

Love awaken- 
ed his poetic soul. His poems won 
instant noliee (though foi- :i time 
he jrot only :f!."i a page for them.) 
I nder thinly-veiled names Maria 
was the heroine of all his won- 
drous love lyrics. She was his in- 
spiration. 

Tin' Shivery <i>iiestioii just then 
was siii'iiiii:^ tlie piililie mind. 
Lowell bad believed in slavery. 
Maria was an ardent abolitionist. 
She ei)ii\ Cited him to her way of 
thinking'. .\nd, because of her. he 
Vave bi.s pen to the cause of free- 
dom. In " Higlow papers"' he fur- 
iously attacked slavery; yet in a 
way to set the whole country to 
laughing at the slave owners.

On H«'ccnd»er Jb4-4, Lowell 
and Maria were married. Just

And. to the day of bis wife's 
death, nine years later, he held 
unswervingly to IbLs high resolve.

.Tennin(;s Bryan, three times Dem- 
oeratic candidate for the presi 
deiiey of the I'nited States, and 
author of nearly thirty peaot 
treaties with the principal nations 
of the world, resigned today as 
Secretary of State, as a dramati<; 
8e(|uel to his disagreement with 
President Wilson, over the pov- 
ernmeut's policy toward Oer- 
many. 

The resignation was accepted 

hy the President. The cabinet 
then approved the response whieh 
had heen prepar»'d to the German 
reply to the Lusitania note. Act- 
Secretary I'oliert liansiiiR will 
sign tile docunieut and tomorrow 
\y will be cabled to Berlin. 

Secretary Bryan will return to 
private lil'c tomorrow, when his 
resignation takes elleet. It was 
learned that he intends to con- 
tinue iiis political support of the 
president.

war. Mr. Brj'an submitted his res-

The president accepted the res 
iirnafion in a letter of regivt
